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Employees, 
CSU reach 
tentative 
agreement 


The union settled on 
parking fee increases, 
seniority rights.

The Cal State University Employees’ 
Union and the Cal State University 


successfully concluded negotiations 


for a new contract on Jan. 13. 

CSUEU is composed of more than 
15,000 employees in the health care, 
operations, clerical and technical 
support functions. 

Bargaining teams for the groups 
reached a tentative agreement that 
will only be formalized once it’s voted 
on by CSUEU members and the CSU 
Board of Trustees. The teams have 
been in negotiations for nine months. 

“We felt we could agree to it with 
the union and that it’s something that 
will work given the realities we’re in 
right now,” CSU. spokesperson Erik 
Fallis said. ; 

The union’s bargaining team 
successfully settled on parking fee 
increases and attacks to seniority 
rights, according to the CSUEU 
website. 

“This is-a good contract, fought 


for and arrived at despite the current - 


miserable times for public employees 
and higher education”? CSUEU 
President Pat Gantt said in a bargaining 
update. :

Velvet Underground 
frontman describes 
recording ‘Metal 
Machine Music.’

The Carpenter Center hosted 
legendary rock ’n’ roller and Velvet 
Underground frontman Lou Reed on 
Friday night. 

Reed spoke with his team of four 
sound composers about his sound 
art exhibit currently on display at the 
University Art Museum. 

The exhibit focuses on Reed’s 
infamous and nearly career-ending 
1975 experimental noise rock album 
“Metal Machine Music” in a pure and 
uncompressed format on one of the 
most advanced audio systems. 

Reed and his long-time friend and 
famed rock producer Bob Ezrin carried 
on conversations that weren’t so much 
about Reed’s career but instead about 
their obsession for the highest quality 
of sound. © 

They spoke about MP3 formats and 
asked people if they could tell how 
terrible they really sound. 

Ezrin asked the audience with a 
show of hands who didn’t really care 
for sound quality in their music and 
only listens because they love the 
music’s content. The response was 
mixed and some people admitted to not 
really caring about the music’s sound 
quality. 
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Changes to Pell Grants 
affect future recipients 


Semester caps, 

lower family income 
among new eligibility 
requirements.

Changes made to Pell Grants, alter- 
ing new eligibility requirements, will 
not only affect incoming students in 
the fall but could also affect current 

students receiving aid. : 
"Pell Grant eligibility now limits 
the number of semesters a student can 
qualify for aid, eliminates govern- 
ment subsidized interest payments on 
federal student loans after graduation 
and lowers the required family income 
to qualify for a zero expected family 
contribution. 


The new changes are the result of 
a bill passed by Congress on Dec. 17, 
which alters eligibility requirements 
for all current and future federal Pell 


Grant recipients. 


The bill, however, does maintain the 


“ maximum awarded Pell Grant at $5,550. 
According to Cal State Long Beach ~ 


director of media relations Rick 
Gloady, 13,581 CSULB undergradu- 
ate students and 168,337 students in 
the entire CSU system received Pell 
Grants during the 2010-11 academic 
year. 

The new changes imposed limit the 
number of semesters a student can use 
federal Pell Grants from 18 to 12 se- 
mesters. Past full-time semesters com- 
pleted by students will count toward 
the 12-semester limit, even if they 
were completed before the new bill 
was passed. 

Another change the bill ‘created is 
the maximum annual income a fam- 
ily makes in order to qualify for fed- 


eral aid. In the past, a family’s income 
needed to be $30,000 or less-in order 
to qualify for the zero expected fam- 
ily contribution, but with the new bill, 
$23,000 is the new maximum, 

Erik Fallis, a CSU spokesperson 
said Pell Grants have been a major 
concern of CSU Chancellor Charles 
B. Reed and the CSU board, who have 
been in contact with Congress and are 
fighting to maintain the Pell Grant pro- 
gram. 

“We have been incredibly vocal,” 
Fallis said. 

Fallis also said the board is con- 
eerned that private for-profit universi- 
ties receiving Pell Grants to distribute 
to their students could be adversely af- 
fecting the federal aid. 

“Something has to be done or there 
will be so many of these [private for- 
profit universities] ... and then we’ll see 
our Pell Grants dry up rather rapidly 
as we are fighting for them right now 
because of the 30 percent they’re get- 
ting,” President F. King Alexander said 
during the last CSU Board of Trustees 
meeting on Jan. 24. 

The changes in qualifications for 
federal Pell Grants are meant to reduce 
federal spending by cutting the overall 
spending for the Pell Grant program.

OLB plans to help 
homeless students, 
plan protests.

The Occupy Long Beach movement 
is continuing. to plan and participate in 
new events, even as the number of ac- 
tive members ebb. 

In the first several months. of the 
movement; OLB had as many as sey- 
eral hundred people showing up to 
general assembly meetings in Lincoln 
Park, with large numbers of them stay- 
ing through the night, camping on the 
sidewalk in front of the park. : 

Now, that number has greatly de- 
clined, with most general assembly 
meetings topping out between 10 and 
30 members. 

A meeting on Jan. 25 brought to- 
gether 16 members, who used the gen- 
eral assembly to review their mission 
statement, review the causes and issues 
they will focus on, and to plan for fu- 
ture events. They also used the time to 
discuss when they should have general 
assemblies, and how often, with a focus

on ways to get more members to show 
up. Those present decided to move fu- 
ture meetings to earlier in the day, 6:30 
p.m. instead of 7:30 p.m. 

OLB is planning a number of pro- 
tests, including a “National Day of Ac- 
tion” on Feb. 3 that will protest against 
both the National Defense Authoriza- 


tion Act and the detainment of Bradley . 


Manning, a controversial figure who 
released a massive cache of classified 
documents to the organization WikiLe- 
aks, which publicly published them. 
Another planned event is to gather 
backpacks,. shoes and other clothing 
items for homeless students in Long 


Beach, a group that OLB says contains 
over 5,300 people. They also plan on 
participating in an Occupy Wall Street 
endorsed “General Strike” on May 1. 
“Some people see our actions as ag- 
gressive,” OLB member Ben Fisher said. 
“We want to show. that we are doing 
things that have an immediate impact.”

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He said that the three core focuses 
of OLB are to reach out to those that 
are not involved, to focus on their legal 
rights and to take “real, direct action 
that helps people make the connection 
between all the different issues.” 

“Tt takes a group like Occupy to 
make that connection,” Fisher said. 
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through July 2012 and in any year when 
there is no general salary increase. 
If there is a salary increase, it will be 
capped at $3 per month in any fiscal 
year. . 

The first CSU proposal stated that 
parking permit providers could charge 
whatever they wanted, according to Cal 
State Long Beach CSUEU President 


Peggy O’Neil-Rosales. 
“Tt’s a backdoor way to have a pay 


cut,” O’Neil-Rosales said. “It’s a lot 


when there are no raises.” 

She said the union also aimed to 
gain “a means for employees to. move 
up their salary ranges,” which was not 
successful. 

Employees haven’t received a pay 
raise in five years. 

According to the tentative agreement, 
each individual university president 
chooses the layoff order of employees.

O’Neil-Rosales said the union was 
permanent 
employees were once laid off. 

The old contract stated that 
employees would be laid off in reverse 
order of seniority, meaning “those who 
have been working the longest get laid 
off first,” O’Neil-Rosales said. 

Under the tentative agreement, 
employees will now be laid . off 
according to skill level within a 
classification in reverse order of 
seniority. 


The three-year tentative agreement 
allows for wage and benefit reopeners 
in the second and third year if either 
CSUEU or the CSU wishes to bring, up 
issues they are still concerned about, 
according to the CSUEU website. 

The California Faculty Association, 
another union on campus, has also been 
in successor contract negotiations with 
the CSU, for nearly twice as long as the 
CSUEU. 

O’Neil-Rosales said it’s a relief that 
an agreement has been reached. 


“Tt was difficult, but we’re happy we 
got a contract,” she said. 

She also said CSUEU hopes the 
same will soon happen for CFA. 

According to a bargaining update, 
the CSUEU bargaining team plans 
to utilize the reopeners “to confront 
CSU over its broken compensation and 
classification system.” 

“We will continue to fight every 
instance where CSU is using wasteful, 
inefficient contracting out,’ Gantt said 
in the update. 
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Ezrin and Reed also spoke about 
the rejuvenation of vinyl and how 
the LP format is really the only way 
music should be listened to in order to 
achieve the highest quality of timbre. 

Ezrin said in reference to MP3 
formatting, “We have reduced our 
delivery system to something so 
simple and so gross.” 

Reed “expressed his love for his 
home stereo system and said he feels 
the only problem with vinyl is that a 
good delivery system is so expensive 
that most people cannot afford a 
quality record-playing system. 

Reed is also an active member of 
the Occupy Movement and a joke was 
made that he is part of the 1 percent 
and is therefore able to afford a sound 
system that could cost more than 
$10,000. 

Later in the evening, Reed and Ezrin 
spoke about the technicalities of “Metal 
Machine Music” and questions were 
asked regarding the album’s motifs. It 
has long been assumed that the album 
was a joke with a direct negative 
_ response to the record industry, but 
Reed responded with a sincere tone 
that the album is really about his love 
for the electric guitar. 

He described his 
apartment in the 1970s,

when - he 


recorded the-album and laid several” 


guitars with unique tuning up against 
their amplifier cabinets and essentially 
listened to the guitars play themselves: 
with feedback. : 

“The biggest mistake was releasing 
the album,” Reed said. . 
_ “Metal Machine Music” appears to 
‘be one man’s love affair for the electric

guitar and has long been considered to 
be a trailblazing album for noise-rock, 
industrial and alternative music. 

Reed and Ezrin’s team of four 
who built the 12-speaker binaural 
ambisonic process sound system 
came to the stage for questions and 
comments. 

The team explained the 
technicalities of the sound system. The 
sound is three-dimensional, whereas 


a stereo is only two-dimensional. It 
has an organic sound similar to a live 
concert. 

One man on Reed’s team was Ulrich 
Krieger, a professor of composition at 
CalArts and a distinguished saxophone 
player. Krieger had managed to notate 
“Metal Machine Music” and wrote it 
down on paper even though Reed said 
it could not be physically done. 

-Reed was so impressed by Krieger 


that he gave him permission to record 
the entire hour arrangement and let 
him play it live in Berlin. 

“Metal Machine Music’ is 
very much a symphony with many 
orchestral concepts with guitars,” 
Krieger said. 

The presentation of “Metal Machine 
Music” in the University Art Museum 
will be on display until April 15 and is 
free for CSULB students.

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Presidential salary cap needs tighter restrictions 


On Wednesday, the Cal State Board 
of Trustees voted to enact a new policy 
that caps presidential salaries at the 
CSU’s 23 campuses. Salaries currently 
range 
from 
$258,000 
Lozs> 
$400,000. Capping the CSU salaries is 
a smart move in theory, but there are 
a few aspects of the new policy that 
aren’t as sound as the Board of Trust- 
ees would like us to think. 

The move to cap presidential 
salaries has been a long time coming 
at this point. The controversy began 
last summer when San Diego State | 
University awarded its president, Eliot 
Hirshman, a $400,000 yearly salary, 
which was a whopping $100,000 more 
than SDSU’s previous president. In 
addition to the inflated salary, the pay 
raise came just as the university raised 
undergraduate tuition by 12 percent. 
The ensuing uproar was more than 
warranted. 

When students are drowning in 
school fees, it feels like a slap in the 
face to see the administration get huge 
pay raises, especially when that money 
does not trickle down to benefit the 
school. The turnaround between the 
SDSU controversy and this new salary 
policy was pretty quick and that, at 
least, makes it appear that the CSU 
acknowledges the stupid mistake it 
made. But, the specifics of the new 
policy leave plenty to be desired. 

Under the new policy, newly hired 
presidents can only be paid 10 percent 
more than the preceeding president. 
There will also be a $325,000 ceiling 
coming from public funds. There will not, however, be a cap on 
contributions coming from foundation donations, meaning there’s 
no limit on how much presidential salaries can be inflated from 
sources other than public funds. 

The BOT claims that foundation contributions are not enough 
to significantly impact presidential salaries — a claim that will 
certainly be proven or disproven in the next few years. Should 
foundation contributions significantly inflate presidential salaries, it 
will be interesting to see how the BOT deals with it and whether or 
not they move to cap foundation donations as well. 

The most troubling aspect of the new policy is how impermanent 
it seems. Sen. Elaine K. Alquist (D-Santa Clara) put it best when 
she said, “I still feel strongly that something this important should 
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be codified in statute, not just in a board policy that can be changed 
at any time.” 

Alquist also proposes that the 10 percent cap should be in place 
in years when the state faces budgetary problems and when univer- 


‘sities raise tuition. Seeing as California is perpetually in a state of 


budget crisis and CSU campuses are constantly raising tuition, it is 
safe to assume that 10 percent cap would stay firmly in place in the 
near future. 

The presidential cap already has its detractors who say the policy 
focuses too much on comparing universities. 

The new policy will divide the CSU campuses into categories 
based on enrollment and research funding which will help lawmak- 
ers make further decisions regarding presidential salaries. 


Opponeits of the new policy say comparing the campuses will 
lead to unfair decisions as each campus has different needs and 
departments. It is a valid complaint, but.CSU presidents are not in 
need of anyone to jump to their defense. They are earning more 
than their fair share already and this new policy does not really 
change that. 

Capping presidential salaries was a good move by the Board of 
Trustees, but it is not permanent yet which means there is a good 
chance the policy can be changed at any time. Not capping founda- 
tion funds is sort of iffy and leaves the door open for presidents to 
still make obscene amounts of cash. The cap is a step in the right 
direction, though, and hopefully in the next few months we will see 
the BOT pass a tighter, permanent policy. 


Recent plea deal in Haditha killings case says manipulation 


When it comes to war, you were either there or 
not there. When it comes to Iraq, I wasn’t there. 
I’ve had friends, coworkers, and even a couple 
vets who ride the same bus as me who ail served 
in the military and fought in Iraq. Some of them 
can’t stop talking about what they’ve seen, like a 
friend of mine who was a sniper who can’t stop 
talking about the grisly details of shooting an 
insurgent through the head while he was drunk. 

So the deaths in Haditha in 2005 deserved 
to have their case approached with that much 
sensitivity. That being said, their staff sergeant 
told them to “shoot first and ask questions later,” 
and examination of the wounds on the bodies 
clearly showed signs that some of these people 
were straight up executed. And the best justifica- 
tion the military witnesses and spokesmen could 
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give at trial and publicly was that those who have 
never seen combat can’t understand what it really 
does to your psyche. 

If everyone in the Marine Corp was cutting 
down civilians at such a brisk pace, I would be a 
little more accepting of that reason. They don’t 
though, so I don’t feel we as 
Americans should accept that 
reason either. 

The Haditha tragedy weak- 
ened our fragile diplomatic 
relationship with Baghdad and reinforced our 
negative image in the region. And now the leader 
of the squad, Staff Sergeant Frank Wuterich, has 
made a plea deal which requires him to serve a 
maximum 90 days in the brig. One of the other 
seven Marines had been acquitted. The other six 
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had their cases dismissed. Wuterich was the last 


_ one and it is the heaviest sentence out of all of 


them. Many reports, like the LA Times article 
published about the plea deal, have speculated 
why the sentence was so minor. According to the 
report, it might have had something to do with” 
'- amajority of the military 
jurors having served in Iraq 
themselves. Maybe it was the 
military paying out $2,500 
condolences to the families of 
the victims and then claiming that money tam- 
pered witness statements. One can only guess, 
right? 

Wuterich admitted to his role in the killings 
and publicly took responsibility for his part in 
what happened. Those Marines are only account- 
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able to themselves and the-families of the 24 
dead at Haditha. Let them live with that. This is 
about how their bosses spin things for the sake of 
catastrophic a-- covering. 

While we wait for America’s international 
critics to rip us a new one, let us remember that 
they are soldiers in service to the U.S. When they 


‘screw up as big as this, the military ought to try 


a little bit harder to account for itself rather than 
simply telling people it’s beyond their compre- 
hension. Whether we fought in Iraq or not is 
irrelevant. If the military wants to rationalize bad 
decision-making that leads to this kind of trag- 
edy, they had better keep a lot of the facts from 
the public first. ae

SOPA isn’t the only bill 
to be proposed by those in 
power that would severely hamper our freedoms. 
Recently, another proposed law generated waves 
in the online community, this one called PIPA, 
the Preventing Real Online Threats to Economic 
Creativity and Theft of Intellectual Property Act. 

Similar to SOPA, this bill also sought to essen- 
tially hinder freedom of speech while under the 
guise of preventing piracy. Luckily this bill was 
also postponed by the Senate, but it only delays

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Performance 
plays in ‘Split 
Moment’

A collection of installation pieces, 
entitled “Split’ Moment,” is currently 
hosted at the University Art Museum. 

As one of three new exhibits at the 
UAM, “Split Moment” suggests that 
performance is an experience through 
many modes of mediation, fractured 
and delayed, that make the idea of com- 
plete presence almost impossible. 

The exhibit features seven different 
installations by artists Josh Azzarella, 
Trisha ‘Brown, Jocelyn Foye, Babette 
Mangolte, Kelly Nipper, Yvonne Rain- 
er and Flora Wiegmann. 

“The exhibit is loosely-based on 
dance and ‘movement and more on 
documentation,” said Mary Coyne, 
Split Moment’s co-curator and second 
year student of the museum studies and 
curatorial practice studies masters pro- 
gram. “It shows how easily we interact 
with documentation, like pictures and 
images on screens.” 

The collection offers its audience an 
interactive section. comprised of three 
independent yet integrated parts en- 
titled “Touching,” “Collage” and “Slide 
Show” by Babette Mangolte. 

The viewers are handed white gloves

with which they could handle black-and- 
white digital photographs from a film. A 
television beside the table of prints dis- 
plays looped film from a live performance 
and a monitor displays both silent film 


’ clips and still images from a performance 


at the Judson Theatre in New York. 

Jocelyn Foye’s “Sumo Detail” pres- 
ents a bright, red sculptural relief paint- 
ing that looks like a mash-up of toes, 
feet and fingertips. The photographs 
of a staged sumo match that was the 
first step in the making of the painting 
stands beside the sculpture. 

“Tt’s like when little kids put their hands 
in clay and leave a handprint but reversed,” 
Foye said ‘about the two “part collection. 
“The match takes about 10 minutes and 
then I pour rubber cement into a section of 
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the clay and wait for it to harden.” 

Foye said that her artwork is all about 
exploration, to muster out what’s going 
on when it’s abstract and obscure. She 
employs the photographs to document 
the staged action or performance from 
which her sculptures come from. 

Josh Azzarella’s work uses digital 
technologies to remove the main sub- 
ject from iconic images and videos. For 
“Split Moment,” Azarella’s “Untitled 
#100” removed the dancers, music, 
props and star, Michael Jackson, from 


’ the Thriller music video. It leaves an 


empty scenery and faint background 
noise of the familiar scenery. 

“Tt takes constructed images and 
manipulates it many times as a form of 
mediation, takes a well known video 
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and takes the main person out” said 
Damatis Leal, a co-curators of “Split 
Moment” “They see the world as ev- 
erything is mediated; not everything is 
a live performance.” 

“Split Moment” continues to beg the 
question of which is better: a live per- 
formance or the documentation of the 
performance. 

Hillairy Morimoto, co-curator for 
“Split Moment,” said that both the 
documentation and the performances 


are equally as important. It’s not about 


one being better than the other, but you 
can’t have one with out the other. 
“Split Moment” will be on display at 
the UAM until April 15. The UAM open 
from noon to 5 p.m. Monday through Sun- 
day; and noon to 8 p.m. on Thursdays.

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LBSU drops CSUF in 
front of record crowd 


Junior wing James Ennis 
scored a team-high 19 
points in the victory.

It seems that the Long Beach State 
men’s basketball team plays its best 
games when under the brightest of 
lights. 

The 49ers defeated Cal State Fuller- 
ton 75-61 Saturday night in a contest 
that was both nationally televised, and 
boasted a Walter Pyramid record crowd 
of 5,649. 

The ’Niners (16-6, 9-0 Big West) 
held a 39-32 lead at halftime, and ex- 
tended it to double-digits, 46-36, five 
minutes into the second half. 

The Titans (13-7, 5-3 Big West) were 
able to climb back into the game, how- 
ever, using a 15-5 run to get even’with 
The Beach at 51 apiece. 

That’s when junior wing James En- 
nis took over. 

Ennis was nearly unguardable 
throughout the game, scoring 13 of his 


team-high 19 points in the last 7:03 of _ 


the contest. he was 6 of 10 from the 
field, including 6 of 7 from the free 
throw line. He also dished out 4 assists, 
grabbed 2 steals and blocked two shots. 

The 49ers closed the game on a 15-2 


run, holding the Titans without a field 
goal for the final 4:32 of the contest to. 
take the 14-point victory. 3 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson said 
that this was one of the best team victo- 
ries of the year. 

“T thought it was a good team win,” 
he said.-“I think they’re [Fullerton] a 
very talented offensive team, and to- 
night James Ennis made some big plays 
down the stretch.” 

Monson said that Ennis is getting 
more comfortable as the season goes 
on. 

“Like most junior college players 
[Ennis transferred to LBSU from Ven- 
tura CC] the second half of their first 
[Division I] season you can see he’s a 
different player,’ he said. “You can 
see he’s more comfortable, not just of- 
fensively, but defensively he’s starting 
to understand the concepts a little bit 
more.” 

Ennis said he feels more comfortable 
now than he did when the season began. 

“T feel more comfortable during the 
games,” he said. “It’s much easier for 
me, knowing where my teammates are 
going to be at, my pace [is better], I’m 
not going as fast as I was in the bégin- 
ning [of the season].” 

Senior guard Casper Ware was able 
to take a step back and facilitate. Ware 
scored 11 points on 4 of 10 shooting, 
while dishing out 5 assists. 

Ware did most of his damage defen- 
sively, holding CSUF guard Kwame 
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James Ennis (middle) tied his career-high with.19 points in the 49ers’ 75-61 victory over Fullerton. 


Vaughn to just two points on 0 of 7 
shooting — Vaughn is the Titans sec- 
ond leading scorer on the season, av- 


eraging 15.9 points per contest coming 


into tonight’s game. 

Senior guard Larry Anderson scored 
16 points on 5 of 11 shooting, includ- 
ing 3 of 8 from 3-point range. Ander- 
son also kept Fullerton’s leading scorer, 
junior guard D.J. Seeley to just niné 


points on 4 of 10 shooting — Seeley av- 


erages 16.4 points per game this season. - 


The ‘Niners were able to play solid 
defense without fouling, allowing just 
four free throws to the Titans. Ander- 
son said that he and his teammates were 
communicating well on the defensive 
end this evening. 

“We got a lot of help side [defense],” 
he said. “Whoever was guarding the 


ball was walling them [Fullerton] up, 
and we got a lot of weak-side blocks.” 

Senior forward Omondi Amoke 
paced the Titans with a game-high 
20 points on 9 of 15 shooting. He also 
pulled down seven rebounds. 

LBSU will be back in action Satur- 
day, Feb. 4 when they host Cal State 
Northridge.
